The use 
of Ibis is to scrape off llio meat from 
the bones of the animals, for tbe lion 
is not a great bone-eater—he leaves 
the bonus for the hyenas to. crack, 
these <iuimals having teeth especially 
constructed for tho cracking of bones. 
This peculiar roughness of the tongue 
is also present, but iu a less degree, iu 
the common cat, and it can be seen 
when the cat is lapping milk, but slill 
better if Ihe tongue of a defunct speci- 
men be taken out, put for a while in 
spirits, and then piuneii out light on a 
board. This rough tongue is of great 
importance lo Ihe health of ihelion.

But was this really the "Canada 
thistle?" The case with which it 
was subdued makes us suspect thai 
it may have been some other this- 
tle. 


A 
contemporary 
notices two 


modes of destroying the thistle, one 
of which is to put a tablcspoonftil ol 
salt on each stalk or stub, causing 
the plant to wilt, become dry ami 
disappear by October. This is rec- 
ommended as better than the othci 
mode, which is to cut on* each plant 
with a knife just below the surface 
of the ground, as one does aspara- 
gus. Those modes may answer for 
very small patches in gardens, but 
any one may easily contrast its 
economy lu labor on a largo scale 
on the farm, with Uio rapid work ol 
turning tho plants under with 
plough. Wo have destroyed many 
acres in this way, so that not a plant 
over reappeared. A strong pair ol 
horses will turn over a sod eight 
inches deep, and much lower tliiin 
Uio knife in the hand will go ; and 
if the work is thoroughly done, and 
no baiks loft, the plants wiil. stay 
under tho inverted soil for three 01 
four weeks, unless in very porous 01 
light soil, which must bo ploughed 
oftencr. 
Tho only failures wliicl 


wo have known with this treatment 
was where tho ploughing was so im- 
perfectly done, or so long intermit- 
ted, that stragglers found their way 
to tho light, and furnished a feeding 
to the roots below.—[Ex. 


How to Apply Mauun. 


Manure applied near tho surface 


best promotes the growth of grass. 
If ploughed under seven or eight 
inches tho grass roots have to punc- 
ture to that depth to 1'md Uio food 
contained iu tho dressing, and even 
when the roots reach it it is only 
slowly soluble. Most of tho plant 
food must bo made soluble by water 
before it is available lor tho use of 
plants. 
If tho manure is several 


inches below tho surface a heavy 
rain is required to roach it go as to 
render iuij-considerable portion of 
it soluble.' 


Wat«rla« Work Honw 


Hon«« ne«d drink aa often as a 


•an, and where is the man 'who 
worti hard that does not drink bat 
-OLCK in Sye.hours? But this is the 
way workhorses'are watered gener- 
ally. It is,cruelty to compel the 
team to'work in the field from 
'•'morn till noon" and from "noon 
till night" without drink. A draught 
of good water is just as refreshing 
and cooling to the horse as the man. 
Perhaps there may' not be water 
handy or convenient in all esses, 
but it will pay to take witer along 
for the team, if such be the case. 
Horses at hard work on the plough, 
harrow or mower, get very thirsty 
when Dot watered between meals, 
and ihen^ drink to excess at meal 
times, thereby causing founder, colic 
and other ailments. 


The Walking Gait. 


We say to farmers who desire to 


raise farm horses look carefully to 
the walking gait of the sires. And 
further, accustom your young hors- 
es that are raised for draft purposes 
4p walk rapidly, and to this end, if 
tbere U any walk in them, never al- 
loVthem to strike a trot.

Hence, corn fodder should bo allow- 
ed to retain all its water if perfect 
preservation is desired by cnsilnge, 


It is said that tho green fly and 


thrip can easily bo destroyed by syr 
Inging tho vines with tho following 
mixture: Ono gill kerosene, two 
pounds whnlo-oil «o:ip, ono pound 
tobacco soup, eighty gallons water. 
Also, against the red spider and 
mealy bug this is n better remedy 
than sulphur ftnnes. For destroy- 
ing aphis and thrip, fumigations of 
tobacco stems will bo found very 
elVectual. 


Whoever places much dependence 


on tho strainer for securing clean 
milk will never make gilt-edged but- 
ter. 
Allowing dirt to get .into the 


milk and then depending on the 
strainer to get it out is a poor apol- 
ogy for cleanliness. More or less 
of the dirt, especially everything of 
a soluble nature, and some that is 
not, will find its way through the 
meshes of the strainer. 


But few operations on the farm 


pay better than tho improvement of 
pasture lands that have been fed a 
score or more of years by cattle. 
Pastures fed so long, with nothing 
done to them, not only become mos^ 
sy, but tho better varieties of grass- 
es are superseded by tho poorer and 
less nutritious varieties, so the feed 
is not only less in quantity but 
poorer in quality. 


Diphtheria mnil Scarlet Ftver. 


In n circular, issued by Dr. James 


Jnuio, of tho Brooklyn Health Depart- 
ment, sorno important suggestions are 
made with respect to diphtheria anil 
scarlet fever. These diseases, he ob- 
serves, Ira highly contagious, and 
may be contracted from persons that 
are already affected, from the clothes 
they wear, and from everything which 


been in the room with them. Even
